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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT — 1959 


The health of the town of Strafford is the concern of 
its citizens, its doctors, health officer, selectmen and the 
State Department of Health. 


Through its various programs the State Department 
of Health staff works with and for local people on communi- 
ty health, operating on both local and state levels. This 
letter is a report of the State Health Department services 
and programs your town used. 


With the aim of keeping children well and helping 
handicapped children, well-child and_ school conferences 
were attended by 60 children. Nutrition and dietary con- 
sultations numbered 0*. At the request of attending doctors 
0* children received pediatric consultations, 0* received 
hospital diagnosis, 12 with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or 
neurological conditions received services or appliances 
through clinics for handicapped children and 0* were given 
financial aid toward hospitalization costs. Mental retarda- 
tion clinic services were extended to 0* children. 


In the effort to control communicable disease 17 per- 
sons received chest X-rays; 31 children received immuniza- 
tions, including boosters, against diphtheria, | whooping 
cough and/or tetanus. Polio immunizations, including boost- 
ers, were given 15 children and adults. The State Labora- 
tory performed tests on 7 water samples, 0 food and dairy 
products, 19 blood specimens and 4 other specimens. Vac- 
cines, antitoxins and biologicals were distributed for pro- 
tection against communicable diseases. 


There were 6 sanitary inspections or consultations 
made at the town’s food and lodging places and 4 concerning 
water supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other 
problems, to protect health through improved town sanita- 
tion. Services to maintain and improve adult health in in- 
dustry included 0 chest X-rays and inspections and con- 
sultations at plants. In connection with the state licensing 
programs and the Hill-Burton Federal Aid Program for 
hospital and medical facility construction there were 1 in- 
spection - consultation to hospitals, nursing homes and 
homes for the aged. 
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Mental health services, through guidance clinics, ed- 
ucational meetings or consultations, were received by 0* 
persons and groups. Individual interviews with the psy- 
chiatrist, psychologist or psychiatric social worker were 
given 1*. Under the community mental health program to 
develop local projects for prevention, treatment or educa- 
tion in mental health, financial assistance and staff con- 
sultations are available. 


To promote better dental health, consultations and ser- 
vices were provided 0 groups or individuals on town or 
school dental health problems. 


In cancer work 0 received diagnosis and treatment at 
tumor clinics, or were financially helped with hospitalization 
costs. 


All programs in the department offer educational ser- 
vices. Pamphlets, films, a news release and information ser- 
vice and speakers are available. A health educator is avail- 
able to help town groups study their health problems and 
plan educational programs. 


The Public Health Nurse, with headquarters in Bethel 
served at well-child and school conferences, X-ray and im- 
munization clinics, assisted by local people. She visited 
homes, doctors and agencies, making 188 visits on behalf of 
86 persons and community health activities. Her service 
is an essential element in the department’s program for 
health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment 
and education.

To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford : 

This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1959, 
and is a part of the report of the Board of School Directors. 

The Newton School was maintained for 170 days. One 
hundred and two resident pupils were enrolled with an ave- 
rage daily membership of 90.15. Tuition was paid on 46 sec- 
ondary pupils. The average cost per pupil in the elementary 
school was $252.55 and for the high school $320.99. 

During the summer vacation of 1959, the Board of 
School Directors has made the improvements in the Newton 
School as recommended by the State Fire Marshall. Some 
of the items are: 

Boiler room enclosed with fire resistant materials. 
Panic latches on exit doors. 
A new exit from the basement multi-purpose room. 
A fire door dividing the new and old basement areas. 
Installation of a fire detector system with units loca- 
ted in the attic, all storage areas, each classroom, cafe 
and boiler-room. 
Some new fire extinguishers have been purchased. 

7. An automatic shut-off has been put on the fuel line. 

The Board of School Directors is grateful for the school 
lunch program. New equipment and work areas have been 
installed by the hot lunch group and this with the fine food 
that - served, goes far to better the health of the Strafford 
pupils. 

The School Board, Superintendent, Teachers and pupils 
wish to express their appreciation for the help given by the 
towns-people of Strafford for their cooperation and support 
of the Newton School.
